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Introduction 



Cybercrime can be said to be the immoral activities that take place in cyberspace. In the 
year 2009, a study piloted by the McAfee antivirus corporation called " Dangerous Economies: 
a quest to protect Vital Information," theft of date and ruptures from cybercrime likely cost 
companies whose network suffer this evil not less than $1 trillion globally. These massive 
figures include losses in intellectual property rights, losses in expenditures, productivity as well 
as system destruction restoration. These projections took shape as a result of survey responses of 
not less than 800 chief information directors in the USA, Germany, Nigeria the U.K., Canada 
Japan, Kenya China, Italy India, Dubai, and Brazil. Respondents agreed that to this immoral 
practice lead to over $4.6 billion in losses, and the repairs estimates went beyond $600 million 
(Ron, D. 1997 - all information about Cybercrime subject was provided by essay writing 
service ). 



The outcome of the interviews conjectured that the recent global economic meltdown had 
made business and government networks very risky. This was because over 40 percent of 
displaced employees had accessed a lot of classified information and some were using it to hack 
into their systems (Wily, J. 2004). The question which countries posed the biggest threats as state 
cybercriminals had variations in the answers given. More than 25 percent of those interviewed 
said that they would not store data on Chinese networks. This because of the high possibility of 
hacking while 49 percent of the Korean respondents believed USA was the greatest danger when 
it came to cybercrimes (Ron, D. 1997). 



The increased growth and use of the Internet technology globally in the last two decades 
has been the fostering of the growth of a variety of online crimes. This has led to the rise of 
national cyber security strategies and laws aimed at curbing these unwanted behaviors. Presently, 
an interesting debate is developing concerning the definition of online crimes. One uses the 
terms cybercrime or cybercrime and computer crimes (Samuel, A. 2013). In most instances, 
cybercrimes occur because there is an individual who uses their specialized knowledge in 
technology to propagate cyberspace for personal financial gain. For these crimes to flourish, 
special knowledge of computer technology is a must have. Moreover, this matter becomes very 
complicated the interrelated nature of these behaviors; therefore, many specialists and the media 
seem to agree on the usage of this term interchangeably (Paul, W. 2009). The term "cybercrime 
"means any crime completed on or with a computer. 
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Speaking in a broader perspective, cybercrime should include such actions as electronic 
commerce, intellectual property rights or copyright violation, infringement of people privacy 
rights, and theft of identity theft and other types of fraud. The field of cybercrime also comprises 
online child abuse, credit card fraud, cyber stalking and cyber bullying, spreading defamatory or 
threatening language to other internet users. It is very immoral to gain unauthorized access to 
computer networks .this is "hacking", or overriding encryption to access copies of online 
merchandise illegally. Accepting that disparities on the restrictions creating such unlawful 
doings, as well as the consequences linked with these illegal actions, vary from one jurisdiction 
to another globally, this constantly developing a list of collective cybercrimes is essential and 
globally applicable (Moore, R. 2005). 



Finally, some authorities continue to advocate that these crimes are not all that different 
from old crimes. While cybercrimes take place in an online setting, traditional crimes happen 
terrestrially. The internet technologies evolve; cybercriminal activities are also not static. For 
example, there is the threat posed by evolving form of cybercrime kwon as the illegal acquisition 
which are very dangerous. Nations must come up with new methods to curb this evolving crime 
because it is a threat to humanity,
